HALL; ASSAILANT 


KILLED ON LAWA 


He Grabs Pistol From 
Officer’s Holster, 
Fires for No Appar- 
ent Reason—Dies in 


Fight Outside.

Two policemen were wounded 
early today in a corridor at 
Homer G, Phillips Hospital by 
a man who opened fire without 
warning and for no apparent 
reason. Moments later, the man 
was shot and killed by police 
on the hospital lawn. 

The dead man was Richard 
Shackelford, identified by rela- 
tives as an alcoholic and former 
patient at Malcolm Bliss Psycho- 
pathic Hospital. He was shot 
four times, in the head, right 
shoulder, right side and left arm. 

Police Cpl. Raymond Oberlin 
of the Deer Street District was 
shot in the abdomen when 
shielding a woman in the hos- 
pital corridor. He is in serious 
condition at the hospital. 

Patrolman Virgil Page of the 
Deer Street District was hit in 
the right leg. He, too, is in the 
hospital. 

Many Take Cover. 


Twenty to 25 persons were in | 


the receiving room area where 
the shooting started. Doctors, 
nurses, patients, friends of pa- 


tients, orderlies and policemen 


ran for cover. 

Five policemen were in the 
receiving room, working on 
cases. Page, Patrolman Earl 
Marshall and Oberlin were in- 
vestigating an incident in which 
a 16-year-old boy had been 
stabbed. They had brought the 
youth to the receiving room for 
treatment and were talking to 
his mother in the corridor near 
the ground floor emergency en- 
trance to the hospital. 

Patrolmen Adrian Thomas and 
Roland D, Williams were there 
on separate cases. 

He Greets Policeman. 

Shackelford was sitting in a 
waiting room at the far end of 
the corridor from the entranée, 
apparently alone. About 12:25 
a.m. he arose and walked into 
the corridor. Passing Thomas, 
Shackelford said, ‘“‘Hi,’’ and 
the policeman returned the 
greeting. 

Shackelford strode up to the 
three officers in conversation 
with the stabbed youth’s mother, 
Mrs. Cleo Jones of 5025 Maple 
avenue. Coming up behind Mar- 
shall, he threw an arm around 
the officer’s neck and grabbed 
Marshall’s revolver from his 
holster. 

Oberlin, who is 46 years old, 
saw what was_ happening. 
“Watch out. He’s got a gun,” 
Oberlin shouted, and he lunged 
in front of Mrs. Jones, shielding 
her from Shackelford. 

From point blank 
Shackelford fired a shot. Ober- 
lin, hit in the abdomen, sank to 
the floor. 


Shackelford fired again, hit- | 


ting Page, 51, in the leg. He 
pointed the revolver at Williams 
but did not pull the trigger. 
Backing out the door to the 
hospital driveway, he fired a 
wild shot which lodged in the 


ceiling. 
Thomas, Marshall and Wil- 
liams ran to their cruisers

KENNEDY SIGNS 
BILL TO COMBAT 
WATER POLLUTION 


WASHINGTON, July 20 (UPI) 
'— President Kennedy signed a 
bill today expanding federal 
/powers to protect the nation’s 
‘water supplies from _ pollution 
‘and authorizing more federal 
spending for the purpose. 

The new law allows the Fed- 
eral Government to take action 
against any city or industry if 
‘the governor of the state in- 
volved asks for federal help. 

| Federal action now is restricted 
to 4000 bodies, of water which 
cross state lines and to cases 
where the pollution itself crosses 
'state lines.

| Under the new law the Fed- | 


‘eral Government will be able to 
‘seek a federal court order to 
‘halt pollution of about 26,000 
‘lakes and streams. 

| The new law also increases 
‘from $262,000,000 to $570,000,000 
the amount the Federal Govern- 
ment is authorized to spend in 
the next six years to help com- 


/munities build sewage plants. |

Violent Rain Spreads 
Destruction at 
Charleston — Many 
Homes Damaged. 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., July 20 
(AP)—A violent rainstorm del- 
uged Charleston last night. The 
downpour transformed brooks 
into roaring rivers that spread 
death and destruction down the 
area’s narrow valleys. 

Thirteen persons were known 
to be dead. Six of them were 
children. Nearly all of the dead 
were drowning victims. 

Five thousand homes and of- 
fice buildings were without elec- 
tricity. The United Fuel Gas Co., 
in co-operation with the city, cut 
off gas to a large segment of 
the city to reduce the threat of 
fires and explosions. 

In less than four hours the 
storm dumped more than five 
inches of rain on the area, a 
record for the city. 

Small creeks that usually dry 
up in the summer became raz- 
ing torrents that picked up 
buildings as if they were chil- 
dren's blocks and dashed them 
against one another 

200 to 400 Homes Wrecked. | 

From 200 to 400 homes were 
reported seriously damaged or 
destroyed. 

Gov. W. W. Barron made a 
quick flight back to the city 
from White Sulphur Springs and 
surveyed the damage ‘fore 
conferring with federal officials 
flying here from Washington to 
get a first-hand look.

The Kennedy Administration an 
nounced today that the budget 
deficit in the last 12 months to- 
taled $3,900,000,000—well above

higher than expected because 
the revenue and expenditure 
effects of the recent recession 


were greater than anticipated.” 
Figures which they released 
indicated that a bigger-than-fore- 
cast increase in defense spend- 
ing also was a major factor. 
Just 30 days ago, Dillon said 
the deficit for the 1961 fiscal 
year which ended June 30 would 
be under three billion dollars 
Three months earlier, Bell had 
forecast a deficit of $2,200,000,000, 
The preliminary figures for 
the full 12 months gave. these 
totals: Spending, $81,500,000,000; 
revenues, $77,600,000,000. and def- 
icit, $3,900,000,000.

In announcing the diplomatic 
break with France, Bourguiba | 
said that Tunisia would continue 
to maintain consular relations 
with the French. Both countries | 
have been represented in each 
other’s capital for some time 
by charges d'affaires. 

While Bourguiba was speaking, 
Tunis was in the grip of an 
almost complete general strike. 
Crowds milled in 
shouting ‘‘evacuation’”’, demand- 
ing that the French get out of 
Bizerte.

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GEN. VAN FLEET 
CRITICIZES ‘BAD 
GUESS’ ON KOREA 


SEOUL, Korea, July 20 (AP) 
—Retired Gen. James A. Van 
Fleet criticized American offi- 
cials here today for trying to 
block the South Korean military 
from seizing power. 


Terming the May coup “the 
finest thing that has happened 
to Korea in 1000 vyears,”’ the 
former commander of United 
States and United Nations 
forces in Korea said if the army 
had not taken over the ‘Seoul 
government, the United States 
would have been forced to step 
in. 


“The military witnessed a lot 
of inefficiency and corruption 
and the American colony wit- 
nessed the same thing,” said 
Van Fleet in an interview. “We 
criticized this, but we did not 
correct it.” 

He said the United States-U.N. 
commander at the time of the 
coup, Lt. Gen. Carter B, Ma- 
gruder, and United States charge 
d’affairs Marshall Green, 
“guessed wrong” in supporting 
the elected government of Pre- 
mier John M. Chang against the 
military rebels.

NEW YORK TIMES—In solemn 
notes addressed as much to the 
world at large as to Soviet Rus- 
sia, the principal countries of the 
North Atlantic Alliance, the 
United States, Britain and France, 
have now set forth their position 
in the mounting Berlin crisis. 
They base their stand on two 
propositions which should find 
the acclaim and support of free 
men everywhere — and of many 
who are not free. 

The Western powers naturally 
reject Premier Khrushchev’s at- 
tempt to dictate a German peace 
settlement or to oust them from 
Berlin in flagrant violation of all 
past agreements. They warn him 
in the strongest terms known to 
diplomacy that if in this attempt 
he uses force against Soviet Rus- 
sia’s World War II allies, he will 
precipitate a war for which he 
would bear the sole responsibil- 
ity. But the Western approach 
is by no means merely negative. 

At the same time the United 
States and its allies are seizing 
the political and moral initiative 
by calling on the Soviet ruler to 
abandon his policy of force, to 
respect the sanctity of interna- 
tional agreements and to enter 
npon peaceful negotiations on 
Germany and Berlin on the basis 
of the principle that has created 
a new world order. This is a 
principle which Khrushchev tire- 
lessly professes to espouse—the 
principle of self-determination. 

This has proved to be the most 
¢reative political principle of our 
ige. It has given birth to some 
two score new nations which live 
by it and therefore have a vital 
interest in championing it every- 
where. It helped, if in a still 
imperfect form, to guide the 
peace settlements after World 
War I and was proclaimed, in 
both the Atlantic and the United 
Nations charters, as the guiding 
principle for all peace settlement 
after World War II.

First, under Kennedy as under 
Eisenhower, events bevond this 
capital’s control have dominated 
the activities of the Administra- 
tion.

SECOND, IN DEALING with 
these momentous there 
have been important differences 
of style and procedure, of ap- 
proach and emphasis under Mr. 
Kennedy, but there has been 
none of the great transforma- 
tions of policy implied in the 
exaggerated rhetoric of the pres- 
idential campaign of 1960. 

President Kennedy is obvious- 
ly more willing to spend and

As disclosed at his news conference Wednes- 
day, President Kennedy is taking time for a 
well considered decision on the military steps 
he will request to cope with the Berlin crisis, 
and has decided to go to the people next week 
to explain the decision when it is made. He 
is right on both counts. 


He should not be rushed into action on such 
a portentous occasion; he must balance care- 
fully the steps which can usefully be taken 
to strengthen NATO for the coming test, 
against the hazards of setting off another 
round in the arms race. And certainly he 
should tell the nation candidly and fully the 
background of his decision and indeed of the 
crisis itself. He is entitled to united support 
in his refusal to be pushed out of Berlin by 
any unilateral action of the Soviets. 


The President was careful to avoid elaborat- 
ing on the position outlined in the official note 
to the Soviets published Tuesday. His own 
formal statement, indeed, only paraphrased 
the main points made in that note. Possibly 
because of this condensation, he did not make 
explicitly clear a willingness to discuss a rea- 
sonable new status for Berlin, as the note at 
some places implied. He did, however, call 
for negotiations covering Germany as a whole 
—for the conclusion of ‘‘a just and comprehen- 
sive peace treaty for all of Germany.” 


If such a definitive, all-German settlement 
were realistically possible, it would of course 
be most welcome. But the long history of the 
German controversy argues that unless the 
West is willing to give up West Germany as 
a military partner, it cannot expect to obtain 
reunification now. Unless Mr. Kennedy is 
ready to negotiate for some form of military 
neutralization in Germany and central Europe 
—and of this there is no sign—then proposing 
negotiations for an all-German peace settle- 
ment appears to be little more than a gesture. 


The real question is whether the West is 
ready to enter more limited negotiations on 
the issue of Berlin itself. Are we ready to 
face the reality that, in existing circumstances, 
the dévision of Germany is likely ta continue 
in the near future? Are we willing to negoti- 
ate a new, interim status for Berlin that will 
be based on this reality and at the same time 
will protect the West's rights’there, and pro- 
tect the freedom of Berlin’s people? The 
President should discuss this question in his 
address next week as candidly and fully as 
he discusses the need for firmness and 
strength in standing against unilateral abro- 


_ gation of our rights. 


It is not enough merely to stand on a status 
quo which derives from the occupation agree- 
ments of 15 years ago. It is not enough to 
register moral shock at the idea that Russia 
might sign a peace treaty with East Germany; 
for the West, in effect, signed its own “peace 
treaty” with West Germany in 1955, when it 
recognized the sovereignty of the Bonn Gov- 
ernment and at the same time made Bonn a 
full partner in NATO. The unpalatable fact 
is that the Soviets are free to sign a treaty with 
East Germany if they choose. They undoubt- 
edly will so choose, so long as reunification 
based on neutralization is impossible. 

We urge the President next week to talk 
with the people in terms of facts like these, 
and not in terms of wishes or illusions. Cer- 
tainly we need strength and determination to 
resist any impairment of our rights in Berlin. 
We also need clear-headed willingness to ne- 
gotiate an honorable settlement of all disputes 
—including Berlin. 


School Aid Impasse 


President Kennedy and his congressional 
aids will have to apply the strongest kind of 
political pressure if they hope to obtain the 
essential parts of federal aid-to-education leg- 
islation at this session. The President made 
an earnest plea at his news conference for 
House approval of the Senate-passed program, 
but it will take more than that. Mr. Kennedy 
has served in the House and he knows the par- 
liamentary procedures available to his sup- 
porters there are meager. 


Unless the roadblock put up by the Eastern 
Catholic-Southern Democratic-Republican coa- 
lition in the Rules Committee can be over- 
come and the legislation brought to the floor 
in normal fashion, there are only three alter- 
native procedures: The discharge petition, 
which is rarely successful; suspension of the 
rules, also rarely obtainable in matters of 
such controversy; and Calendar Wednesday, 
which requires a vote the same day the legis- 
lation is brought. up—insufficient time for 
major measures. 


One or two of these procedures could be 
successful, however, if the House was over- 
whelmingly in favor of school aid. But since 
the House has killed three federal-aid bills in 
the last eight years it is obvious that there are 
many opponents who are happy to have the 
Rules Committee relieve them of the necessity 
of casting a record vote. 

Hard-boiled maneuvering seems to be the 
Administration’s only recourse if the program 
—particularly the much-needed $2,500,000,000 
provision for did to public secondary schools 
—is to be saved. In view of the conflicting 
interests, further appeals based on the merits 
are not likely to be effective. 


Fewer Cities in the County? 


A trend toward fewer municipal govern- 
ments in St. Louis county may be on the verge 
of taking shape, and the move will be worth 
cheering if it develops into something sub- 
stantial. Many of the county’s 98 municipali- 
ties are far too small or too impoverished to 
provide minimum municipal services at rea- 
sonable tax rates. Nor do they serve any use- 
ful purpose. Their very presence in fact tends 
to inhibit area-wide approaches to area-wide 
problems. 


The last Missouri Legislature eased the pro- 
cedures governing municipal consolidations, 
and the County Municipal League which spon- 
sored that change is now moving cautiously 
to see what can be done toward carrying it 
out. It has assigned a committee to formu- 
late standards for judging the desirability of 
consolidations and to encourage consolidations 
in areas where such a solution appears to be 
desirable. 


How large should a county city be? The 
county’s municipalities range in size from 
Champ, with a population of 50, to Univer- 
sity City, with more than a thousand times as 
many residents. While Champ is obviously 
too small, University City is not too large; it 
enjoys first-rate municipal services and a local 
government that has been as responsible and 
as responsive as any in the county. 

Something like 70 of the county’s munici- 


palitiéS haVe fewer than 4000 residents, ana 
of that group 33 have fewer than 1000. Twen- 
ty-one others have fewer than 600 each. This 
is the area in which most of the prime candi- 
dates for consolidation lie, and now that the 
law makes consolidation simpler, maybe the 
Municipal League will encourage them to go 
ahead. 


To Speed Up NLRB Cases 


It takes about 400 days from the filing of a 
complaint to a final decision by the National 
Labor Relations Board. Since the number of 
cases received by the Board has increased 
from 13,000 to 23,000 in five years, it is obvi- 
ous that a backlog is building up which 
lengthens a delay already much too long. 


Delay works hardships, especially in labor 
disputes. Men may be off the payroll. Busi- 
ness may be affected and bitterness engen- 
dered. That is why the Senate Government 
Operations Committee, despite the protest of 
Senator Dirksen, wisely recommended ap- 
proval of President Kennedy’s recommenda- 
tions for speeding up NLRB procedures. If 
not vetoed by either branch of Congress, the 
plan will go into effect automatically. It con- 
fers no new powers on the Board or its chair- 
man. It does not deprive the parties of sub- 
stantial rights. 


Broadly, the reform would eliminate the 
right to an automatic and full rehearing in 
the event of an appeal from a trial examiner’s 
findings. Instead, the Board would grant a 
review only if a petitioner could show that the 
trial examiner’s report contained demonstra- 
ble error, a substantial or novel issue of law 
or policy, a lack of fair procedure or some 
other compelling reason. Further, the review 
would be granted if two members of the Board 
favored it. 


In short, the Board would be empowered to 
screen the appeals. It would be granted a 
power similar to the power of the Supreme 
Court to refuse to hear an appeal. This does 
change the law governing the NLRB. In ef- 
fect, it would give a board employe, the trial 
examiner, the last word in some cases. Yet 
the only purpose is to enable the board to get 
more quickly to those cases which do merit 
review. And the parties, of course, still would 
have the right of appeal to the courts. 

Since a large percentage of decisions are 
either accepted or affirmed, it would seem 
that there would be far fewer appeals if a full 
rehearing were not mandatory.. Appeals may 
be only devices to delay the implementation 
of decisions. 


Congress authorized a somewhat similar 
procedural simplification in the conduct of 
NLRB elections held to decide whether a union 
had the right to bargain. Prior to the re- 
form, such cases were in process for 118 
days. Under the new procedure this fell to 37 
days. A comparable speed-up in the disposi- 
tion of charges of unfair labor practices cer- 
tainly would be a significant contribution to 
industrial peace. 


A Pattern for the Cloth 


The International Textile Conference this 
week in Geneva offers, in our opinion, the 
best and perhaps the only really acceptable 
means of settling the problems confronted by 
the United States textile industry in imports 
from the Far East. The alternative is some 
such method as the State Department has been 
trying recently to put into effect with pro- 
ducers in Hong Kong. There, “voluntary” re- 
straints are being sought under the threat that, 
if they are not adopted, this country will in- 
stall mandatory quotas. 


It is not a preferential policy for a country 
to go after voluntary co-operation with a 
bludgeon, and the Hong Kong producers have 
understandably been angered. As they have 
ample reason to know, furthermore, bilateral 
agreements contain pitfalls.. They themselves 
moved in on the trade in the United States 
which Japan gave up through the adoption of 
voluntary quotas, and the trade they gave up 
by agreement with the Lancashire millers was 
in turn moved in on by producers in India, 
Pakistan and Spain. | 


In the interest both of good will and of a 
genuinely workable scheme for bringing order 
into a disturbed market, therefore, we wish 
the conference well. Its objective of open 
markets supported by sensible self-restraint is 
the proper one, and it possesses an unrivalled 
means for fostering that desirable aim. 


Waste vs. Use 


The 54 members of the United States Sen- 
ate who salvaged the Hanford atomic power 
project from the oblivion into which it had 
been cast by the House deserve the gratitude 
of taxpayers and consumers. It is now up to 
a joint conference committee of the two Houses 
to seek to compose the differences. 


The practical issue involved in the Hanford 
proposal is simple and clear-cut. It is whether 
the tremendous quantities of heat which will 
be produced by the new reactor being built 
in the State of Washington, to turn out plu- 
tonium for munitions, shall be wasted into the 
Columbia river, or utilized to generate as a 
by-product possibly as much electric power 
as one and a half Bonneville dams. The oppo- 
nents of conserving this by-product, princi- 
pally the electric power and coal industries, 
are unwilling to approach the issue on the 
basis of practicality. They raise the ideologi- 
cal and, to some extent, emotional objection 
that it would put the Government into busi- 
ness of producing and selling atomic-electric 
power, and that this would be bad. 

Why would it be bad? The Government is 
already producing and selling electricity 
fueled by waterpower and coal where there 
are practical reasons for it. What is so much 
different about electricity fueled by atomic 
energy? 


The public has every right to demand that 
some part of the new atomic-electric plant 
should be operated solely in its interest. It 
was the public’s tax payments that paid for 
the development of atomic fission at a cost of 
some two billion dollars. It is the public’s tax 
payments preponderantly, and in most cases 
entirely, that are paying for the construction 
of atomic furnaces to put this technology into 
practical use. 

The public deserves some return on its in- 
vestment in the form of electricity produced 
and distributed at the lowest practicable price. 
Representatives who vote against that propo- 
sition are going to have their work cut out for 
them explaining to their constituents how they 
can justify turning a public investment into a 
private monopoly.

Urges West to Offer Its Own Proposals, Denies Threat to City’s Freedom 


The Soviet position on Berlin, to 
which the Western allies replied 
this week, is stated here in extracts 
from Chairman’ § Khrushchev’s 
speech July 10 to graduates of mili- 
tary academies. This was the 
speech in which Khrushchev an- 
nounced an increase in Soviet mili- 


. tary spending. 


The Soviet Union has always been 
ready to examine in a business-like 
manner all proposals which are made 
by governments and statesmen of vari- 
ous countries. 


We believe that it would be a good 
thing to revert to some proposals which 
various countries have made in recent 
years, for many of them are highly 
realistic and their implementation 
would promote the cause of peace. Let 

us take, for in- 
stance, the Polish

clear-free zone in 
of the center of Eu- 
rope; the proposals 
for the withdrawal 
of foreign troops 
from alien terri- 
tories to within their national bounda- 
ries; the conclusion of a non-aggression 
pact between the NATO countries and 
the Warsaw Treaty organization; on 
averting surprise attack and the estab- 
lishment in Europe of a zone of recip- 
rocal inspection and aerial survey on 
both sides of the line dividing the 
armed forces of NATO and the Warsaw 
Treaty. 


Would the acceptance of such pro- 
posals hurt anyone? No, it would fa- 
cilitate a relaxation of international 
tension, liquidation of the ‘‘cold war,” 
and better mutual understanding. How- 
ever, even if these measures are im- 
plemented, general and complete dis- 
armament remains the most cardinal 
problem, whose solution would radi- 
cally improve the entire international 
climate, would make people confident 
that there will be no third world war. 
The Soviet Union will do its utmost to 
have this problem solved for the good 
of mankind. ...

Peace Treaty and West Berlin 


- The Soviet Government together with 
the governments of the other socialist 
countries proposed to our allies in the 
war with fascist Germany to conclude 
a German peace treaty and on this 
basis to normalize the situation in West 
Berlin. We also urged the head of the 
West German Government, Chancellor 
Adenauer, to show understanding and 
good will for a solution of this vital 
task of our time. The socialist coun- 
tries have said openly that they want 
ta conclude a peace treaty this year 
since more than 16 years have elapsed 
since the end of the war, a more than 
adequate period to prepare a solution. 
What are the Western reactions to 
this? Unfortunately, voices are being 
heard expressing much nonsense and 
little common sense, We are threat- 
ened, are told that they will stand 
“firm,” will resort to force in order to 
break through to West Berlin when the 
German peace treaty is signed... . 
One must call not for war but for 
peace; one must not worsen the atmos- 
phere, must not carry matters to a 
conflict. Let us sit down at a table and 
calmly discuss all’ questions without 
resorting to threats. We propose the 
convocation of a peace conference and 
we shall go there with our draft treaty. 
Let the Western Powers make their 
proposals, submit their draft for a 
peace settlement. We shall discuss all 
proposals and accept those which in 
the best way facilitate the strengthen-

ing of peace and which pay due regard 
to the interests and sovereignty of all 
states. 

West Berlin is an island inside the 
German Democratic Republic, an 
island where the capitalist order has 
been preserved. We do not want to 
intervene in the domestic affairs of the 
city’s population or affect the prestige 
of the United States, the United King- 
dom or France. Is it possible to find 
such a solution as would satisfy all 
countries that fought against Germany 
and would not disturb the established 
way of life in West Berlin? Yes, it is 
possible, and we propose such a solu- 
tion—to grant West Berlin the status 
of a free city, to give it a guarantee 
either by the four Great Powers — the 
United States, the United Kingdom, 
France and the Soviet Union—or by 
neutral countries or the United Nations. 

If the Western Powers have a better 
version of guarantees, let them pro- 
pose it. 

However, it is only natural that any 
West Berlin solution must take into 
consideration that the city lies in the 
center of a sovereign state and that all 
communications of West Berlin with 
the outside world pass across the terri- 
tory of that state. It is accepted in 
international relations that access to 
one country or another across the terri- 
tory of another state has always re- 
quired appropriate agreement with the 
authorities of that state... . 

In proposing to conclude a German 
peace treaty and on this basis to solve 
the problem of West Berlin, we threat- 
en no one. We demand neither changes 
in the postwar social and political con- 
ditions in one state or another nor the 
establishment of new frontiers. The 
Soviet Union does not search for any 


gains in the peace settlement, does not 
seek to humiliate anyone or infringe 
anyone’s interests. 


The socialist countries do not en- 
croach upon the right of the West Ber- 
liners to freely determine the social 
and economic order under which they 
want to live, No one is going to create 
obstacles to the access to West Berlin. 
The city will be able to establish and 
maintain contacts with any other state. 

The Soviet Government agrees with 
President Kennedy’s recent statement 
that any West Berlin solution must not 
infringe the right of the population of 
this city to make an independent choice 
as free people. Our proposal fully ac- 
cords with this demand. ,. . 


i repeat, there are no serious reasons 
which could really prevent a peace set- 
tlement with Germany, but neverthe- 
less the opponents of international re- 
laxation and the conclusion of a peace 
treaty seek to justify such a position 
by all kinds of insolvent arguments. 

They declare, for instance, that the 
division of Germany prevents a peace 
settlement. If the Western Powers 
really wanted to help the Germans to 
unite, far from obstructing, they would 
advise the Government of the Federal 
Republic of Germany to enter into ne- 
gotiations with the Government of the 
German Democratic Republic. They 
would support the proposal of the Gov- 
ernment of the German Democratic 
Republic for setting up a confederation 
of the two German states. .

If the absence of an all-German gov- 
ernment really prevented the» conclu- 
sion of a peace treaty, the Western 
Powers and the Federal Republic of 
Germany woud accept the proposal the 
Soviet Union is now making; to wit, 
that the Germans should meet before 
the signing of a German peace treaty 
to hammer out common views both on 
the question of a peace settlement and 
on the reunification of the country. 

It is the business of the Germans 
themselves to restore Germany’s na- 
tional unity. No states have the right 
to interfere in this affair, because no 
one can solve this question but the Ger- 
mans themselves. We do not intend to 
conduct any talks on this question. Let 
the Governments of the Federal Re- 
public of Germany and the German 
Democratic Republic reach agreement 
on this question, and we shall recog- 
nize any decision they pass. 

But if anyone calculates to liquidate 
with our hands the socialist system in 
the German Democratic Republic, he 
is living in a world of illusion. The Ger- 
man Democratic Republic has a loyal 
and reliable friend in the Soviet Union.

THE BIG FAMILY, by Vina Delmar. 
(Harcourt, Brace & World, 375 pgs., 
$4.95.) 

A new novel by the author of the 
popular “Beloved” is the romantic 
story of John and Jane Slidell and their 
descendants. As a historical romance, 
it has much in it of the story of Ameri- 
ca from the Revolutionary War to our 
own times. 

The first John Slidell, a candle-maker 
of colonial New York, starts his ro- 
mance with his future wife, Jane Mac- 
Kenzie, when she rushes into his store 
and tells him, ‘“‘There is a dead horse 
lying in the street.” With such an in- 
auspicious beginning, their married life 
flourishes. Their son, John Slidell, Jr. 
becomes a United States Senator and 


jater Confederate‘ Commissioner to 
France. Another son who keeps his 
mother’s name, Captain Alexander 
MacKenzie, commands an experimental 
ship designed by his famous brother-in- 
law Commodore Perry. The only mu- 
tiny that has ever been recorded in the

ship. The story of Commodore Perry 
in Japan is one of the most entertain- 
ing sections of the book. Many other 
people, who made history, come alive, 
Andrew Jackson, Judah Benjamin, Em- 
peror Louis Napoleon, and the enchant- 
ing Empress Eugenie. 

“The Big Family” is fun to read and 
though the story is told in episodes, a

It is 
being argued that this country 
should at least develop a pre- 
pared position to fal] back to 
in case it appears that it is 
about to be soundly trounced 
at the U.N. 

That the State Department is 
getting ready to put the facts 
before the President in the most 
comprehensive form has been 
apparent for some time. Being 
drawn into the discussions is the 
Eisenhower holdover at Taipei, 
Ambassador Everett F. Drum- 
wright. Like other Ambassadors 
and generals assigned to that 
area, Drumwright is described 
here as strongly pro-Chiang. 

In matters of this kind Ken- 
nedy has always taken the path 
of political realism. The point 
this time is taat he very pos- 
sibly cannot control what hap- 
pens next.

THERE IS AN ALTERNATIVE TO NUCLEAR WAR 


Benin could touch off a nuclear war. 

Mr. Khrushchev has stated his terms. He knows these terms are unac- 
ceptable to the West. He has said he will not be dislodged or bluffed out of 
his position by force or the threat of force. 

Mr. Kennedy has rejected Mr. Khrushchev’s demands. He has said that 
the United States will accept no change in the status of East Germany that 
would jeopardize the independence of West. Berlin. He, too, has declared 
that the United States cannot be intimidated by the threat of nuclear force 
or the fact of nuclear force. 

Thus the unthinkables are no longer unthinkable. Only yesterday lead- 
ing statesmen warned that force as a means of settling disputes in an atomic 
age was unthinkable. They made it emphatic that the moment nations 
turned to nuclear war in pursuit of their objectives they destroyed both the 
objectives and one another. A single nuclear-tipped missile could carry a 
special delivery death message for a million people or more. No defense, 
however ingenious, could be adequate. Hence the clear warning that re- 
course to war in today’s world was in the nature of a suicide pact. 

Now, however, a specific test arises and the unthinkables threaten ‘to 
become the possibles. 

The Soviet Union wishes to wait no longer in settling the questions 
about Germany that were deferred at the end of the Second World War. In 
the absence of agreement among the victorious powers, Germany was 
temporarily divided into occupation zones, Berlin, the capital, happened 
to be deep inside the Eastern zone. The temporary arrangement called for 
Berlin to be divided, with the Western powers having access through East 
Germany to West Berlin. 

The Soviet Union feels that an indefinite continuation of the tem- 
porary arrangement is intolerable. Its probable reasons: 

First, East Germany has been hemorrhaging. Every week; thou- 
sands of scientists, doctors, engineers, teachers, farmers, and factory 
workers are fleeing to West Germany through the Berlin gateway. The 
economy of East Germany is under increasing strain because of the con- 
stant loss of vital manpower. 

Second, West Berlin is a glittering showcase for the free world in- 
side the world of the Soviet satellites. No comparison in the modern 
world is more striking than is to be found today between West and East 
Berlin. 

Third, and most important, the Soviet Union has become severely 
apprehensive about the re-militarization of Western Germany and is 
seeking leverage on the Western powers to keep such militarization 
from going too far. 

The United States, Great Britain, and France are eager to maintain 
the showcase. They have made binding commitments to West Germany 
and to the people of West Berlin. They regard German militarization in- 
side NATO as a vital buffer and deterrent against attack from the East. 

Faced with this challenge to their national interests, both sides have 
declared they will hold fast. This means that the nations involved are now 
on an atomic collision course. This fact is clearly understood by all. Yet 
neither side wishes the other to assume it is reluctant to risk force. And 


each has served notice it would not lose its nerve because of the horror of 
nuclear war. 

Thus, far from being a deterrent to war, nuclear weapons have actually 
accelerated the danger of conflict, since the nations now feel compelled to 
demonstrate they will have no hesitation to use them wherever their vital 
interests are directly involved. 

All these facts in the current crisis over Berlin are relevant, but one fact 
is dominant. 

The United States and the Soviet Union may insist on the sovereign 
right to wage war against each other on the issue of Berlin, or any other, 
but neither has the right to wage war against the human race in the pursuit 
of its national goals. 

The central meaning of atomic war today is that it is impossible to 
engage in a major nuclear exchange without killing millions of people 
outside the warring powers. The radioactive poisons pumped into the air 
in a major nuclear war would condemn or imperil all living creatures 
throughout most of the northern latitudes. 


This raises the most profound moral question to face the American. 


people in their history. How far should they—or anyone else—go in carry- 
ing out their national aims? Is a policeman justified in firing into a crowd 
in an effort to kill a murderer? Is any nation justified in firing into the 
body of humanity in an effort to kill an enemy? 

These are not abstract questions. They cannot be ignored. 


NO EXTERMINATION WITHOUT REPRESENTATION 


If mankind is involved, then mankind has a right to be consulted. The 
issue of Berlin is not just whether the Soviet Union is right or the United 
States is right. The issue is whether there should be extermination without 
representation; whether the contending nations have the right to proceed 
without regard for the lives and opinion of others. 

It will be said that such terrifying eventualities belong to war itself, and 
the United States has no alternative. But it is not true that no alternative 
exists. The alternative is action through the United Nations. 

The United Nations was created for the purpose of maintaining peace. 
A threat to peace has now materialized. The Soviet Union has served notice 
that it intends to take the law into its own hands. The United States need 
not do the same. The United States can bring the issue of Berlin before 
the United Nations. It can argue its position in the context of world law. 
It can attempt to mobilize world public opinion behind a peaceful settle- 
ment of the Berlin question. 

The only power in the world greater than the power of nuclear force is 
the power of world public opinion. Not until this power is tapped and put 
to work can we or anyone else say that there is no alternative but force to 
Soviet intransigence in Berlin. 

Bringing a constructive proposal on Berlin before the United Nations 
can be part of a much larger effort seeking the fullest possible development 
of the United Nations itself—to the end that the U.N. can do the job it 
was created to do in the first place. 

That job is to safeguard the peace and serve the cause of human destiny. 


ONE SOLUTION-THE U. N. SHOULD CONSIDER 


A BERLIN AUTHORITY IN AN ARMS-FREE GERMANY 


In going before the U.N., or in direct discussions, the U.S. can make | 


these specific and constructive proposals. These can provide the minimum 


assurances that both the West and the Soviet Union can reasonably de-’ 


mand. They point the way to ultimate fe-integration of that divided land, 
without the risk of remilitarization which could once again endanger the 
West, the Soviet Union, and the world. This solution involves the interna- 
tional supervision of Berlin through a Berlin Authority and the evolution 
of an arms-free Germany. 


A BERLIN AUTHORITY 


While Berlin may be only a part of the German problem, it could hold 
the key to a solution: : 

B A new Berlin Authority would be formed by the U.N. (or another appro- 
priate international body) with the continued supervision of the Big 
Four. ; 

@ The Berlin Authority would supervise the gradual unification of the 
administration of West and East Berlin, with powers of taxation. 

@ The Authority would maintain access routes to West Germany and 
would oversee the inspected withdrawal of armed forces of all nations 
from Berlin, and their replacement by U.N. garrisons. 

@ The Authority would be empowered to secure deficit-financing for Berlin 
from East and West Germany. 

™ The Authority would operate under a guarantee of the city’s neutral 
status by the U.N., NATO and the Warsaw Pact, 


AN ARMS-FREE GERMANY 


The larger problem of Germany can be approached in a similar way, 
with the creation by the U.N.—in cooperation with the Big Four—of a 
German Authority. This would have responsibility to carry out and in- 
spect the following agreements: 

@ The prohibition of nuclear weapons from both East and West Germany. 

= The withdrawal in stages of all foreign armed forces from all German 
territory, and their replacement by U.N. garrisons. 

B The reduction of German military forces to a level useful only to main- 
tain internal order. 


B The permanent establishment of the German-Polish border at the Oder- 
Niesse line. 


The process of disengagement should include Czechoslovakia and 
Poland, and perhaps Hungary, Denmark, and Norway. An arms-free Cen- 
tral Europe could do much to ease tensions and should be urged as a step 
toward general, inspected disarmament agreements. 

The Big Four need not expect that the governments of either East or 
West Germany will be pleased with all aspects of the proposed solution. 
However, not only their long-term interests, but indeed their actual sur- 
vival depend on these adjustments. | 


Only under international supervision can East and West Germany 


begin to work out the means of cooperation, interchange, and eventual 


re-integration or federation. Nothing less will really solve the Berlin 
problem. |

WASHINGTON, July 20 (UPT) 
—President Kennedy has sent 
Congress a report that warns 
that extreme caution must be 
taken in finding ways to change 
the weather, lest it be changed 
for the worse. The report was 
prepared bv the National Sci- 
ence Foundation. 

The foundation said promising 
leads have been uncovered and 
it believes the ‘“‘possibilities of 
weather modification mist be 
attacked with confidence and 
on a scale commensurate with 
their potentials.” 

The report, the second annual 
one on the subject, cited nuclear 
weapons to point up “the colos- 
sal forces involved in the atmo- 
spheric processes leading up to 
storms.” 

Weather Bureau scientists cal- 
culate, for example, that “the 
energy involved in the winds 
over the entire world at any one 
time is equal to about 7,000,000 
nuclear bombs,”’ with the power 
of about 20,000 tons of TNT 
each. 

‘“‘In one year the energy equiv- 
alent of about two billion nomi- 
nal nuclear bombs... is brought 
across latitude 40 degrees by 
the winds,” they estimated.

Barbecue Favorites on “Good Buys’ List 


Poultry, Beef 
And Corn 


Among Values 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD 
Post-Dispatch Food Editor. 


AN ANALYSIS of our notes 
on this week’s thrifty buys at 
local food stores reads like a 
menu for a backyard barbecue. 
Happy day, when economy and 
fun join hands; all too often one 
must choose between them. 

Almost all of the favorites for 
the outdoor grill are to be found 
on the list of values. Chickens 
are way up near the top of the 
“best buys.”” The new-crop tur- 
keys are now coming to market, 
and prices are most attractive. 

If you haven’t tried barbecuing 
turkey, there wiil be no better 
time. These young birds are of 
exceptionally fine quality. Have 
a three-to-five-pound turkey split 
in half lengthwise. Break drum- 
stick, hip and wing joints to 
keep the bird flat during broil- 
ing. Wash turkey pieces thor- 
oughly, pat dry and keep very 
cold until time to cook. 

Brush on your favorite barbe- 
cue sauce with a lavish hand: 
then lay, skin side up, on the 
grill above glowing coals, Turn 
pieces every 15 minutes, brush- 
ing with sauce each time. Cook 
and turn for one to one and one- 
half hours. The turkey is done 
when meat on the thickest part 
of the drumstick cuts easily and 
there is no pink color visible. 

Beef is still a very good value, 
and that includes steaks and 
roasts as well as the less ex- 
edge cuts. Genuine spring 
amb is another candidate for 
the parade of values: it also 
responds well to the grill treat- 
Ment. 

You may find pork a bit on 
the high side; hog runs have 
been below normal. 

Do remember to check the 
values being offered in the fish 
department of your favorite 
store. Breaded shrimp, for in- 
stance, is unusually plentiful. 
{Might be a good idea to have 
some on hand in the home 
freezer.) 

Production of shrimp in the 
Gulf and South Atlantic states 
is eight per cent higher than last 
year, and indications are that 
1961 might well be a very high 
production year. Good news 
indeed for those who like shrimp 
—and that includes just about 
everyone. 


CORN IS COMING IN from 
all directions, in addition to the 
home-grown, making it one of 
the. best buys in the produce 
departments. Add to the list of 
vegetable values squash, cucum- 
bers and potatoes (although the 
very top quality potatoes aren't 
plentiful and may cost just a 
shade more). 

Home-grown tomatoes are 
coming to market, but so far 
most of them appear to have 
been picked a little too green 
and their appearance leaves 
something to be desired—a situa- 
tion which could change over- 
night. In general, tomatoes fall 
in the moderate-to-high price 
bracket with any really cheap 
prices reflecting poor quality. 

Some lots of home-grown cab- 
bage are attractive, but gen- 
erally speaking the better cab- 
bage is that being shipped in 
from other areas and offered 
at moderate prices. 

Other moderately priced vege- 
tables include carrots, celery, 
beets, onions, radishes and 
spinach. 

You will pay high prices for 
artichokes, cauliflower and good 
peppers. 


CHERRIES, both sweet and 
sour varieties, are now here from 
Michigan in addition to the sweet 
ones from the West. 

Michigan also is at the peak 
of its season on red and black 
raspberries, gooseberries and 
currants. 

Freestone peaches are arriving 
from Arkansas and Georgia; it 
now looks as if peaches will con- 
tinue to be plentiful. Local sup- 
plies were quite well cleaned up 
the latter part of last week, but 
any period of light supply is ex- 
pected to be temporary, just 
until the freestone season gets 
under way in volume. 

The early summer crop of can- 
taloupes was below normal, but 
the mid-summer crop (estimated 
to be quite heavy) is now well 
into harvest so we may expect 
ample supplies of melons.’ There 
are enough watermelons, at mod- 
erate prices, to meet demands. 

You may find bananas offered 
at “good buy” prices here and 
there, although on an over-all 
level they are moderate. 

Lemons are one of the better 
fruit buys — a happy situation, 
since they have so many uses 
in summer menus. Use them to 
bring out the best of flavor in 
vegetables and melons, add a 
special touch to iced tea, or

Horse Pulling Still 
County Fair Thrill 


THE COUNTY FAIRS I attended in Missouri 20 and 30 
years ago were grand events because the horses worked 
hard to make a success of them, The horses stood around 
looking showy and waiting for blue ribbons, or tugged at a 
weighted sled in heavy- 
pulling contests. 

County fairs began fall- 
ing off when horses be- 
came lazy. I have heard 
some Missourians blame 
television and _ drive-in 
movies and other newly 
rural pleasures for the 
decline of county fairs but 
I prefer to blame the 
horses. Generally, work 
is beneath the dignity of a 
Missouri horse these days. 
A Missouri horse will 
stand and stare over the 
-fence all day, content to 
watch the tractors go by, 
puffing and snorting. 

County fairs have stayed 
livelier in Illinois, partly 
because race horses are 
JACK RICE encouraged to work for 

the farm animals, improv- 
ing all the breeds. The tax on pari-mutuel betting contributes 
to the 4-H Club premiums awarded at Illinois fairs. 

To encourage the horses to keep up the good work, and 
just for the general nostalgia of it, I went to the Greene 
County Fair at Carrollton, Ill., 60 miles from St. Louis, the 
day the heavy-pulling contest was scheduled.

The best heavy-pulling contest I ever saw matched 
a pair of horses headed east against a team headed 
west. Between them, they made a magnificent mess 
of a fairground infield. The best I hoped for at the 
Greene County Fair was two-horse teams straining 
against a weight-loaded drag, and an occasional 
debate over whether a team had slacked off and taken 
a second lunge into the traces. The element of contest 
in a heavy-pulling show is that only the sustained, 
first-lunge distance counts. 


There was nothing to argue about at the Greene County 
Fair. Heavy-pulling contests have been mechanized, The 
weights were in a rig mounted on a flatbed truck and the 
truck settled all arguments. 

The truck was headed west and the horses pulled east, 
hitched to a cable at the rear of the truck. The cable passed 
through a pulley connected to the weights, controlling a 
hydraulic pump. When the weights were lifted free the 
hydraulic system unlocked the truck wheels. The horses 
could run away with the rig as long as they kept the cable 
taut and the weights raised. If they slacked a fraction of 
an inch the weights fell, the wheels locked and the horses 
hung their heads in shame. 

Six teams were competing. The weights kept piling up 
and reached 3350 pounds. A man announced, ‘‘The best dis- 
tance this weight’s been pulled at an Illinois fair this year 
is 13 feet 10 inches.” 

A patriot said, ‘That rig hasn’t been in Greene county 
before, either.”’ 

A team of Belgians came wheeling out of the lineup. 
Head-on, the Belgian draft horses looked like they had come 
to the fair by themselves, 4000 pounds of horses on the 
loose, but they had company. Caroming behind them was 
a wiry little man, Floyd Wampler, plowing a small furrow 
with his dug-in heels, shouting at the horses to wait for him. 


Wampler jumped on the back of the truck, braced 
his feet against a railing, fought his horses until he 
felt them pulling together, and then let them have 
headway. The team jerked the truck forward 3 feet, 
5 inches, and looked around to see what all the 
holler was about. The weights fell, the truck stopped. 
Each team had two tries. Wampler could have waited 
and let his team rest before its second try but he let 
them have their way and show a second burst of 
strength immediately, The Belgians pulled the truck 
25 feet, 2 inches before letting up. Wampler unhitched 
and took his team to the sidelines, 


He looked up at the massive heads, listened to the mas- 
sive snorting. He told the horses to quit hamming it up. 
“A day’s work would kill you,” he said. “I wish I had it 
as easy. You show off two, three times in these contests and 
eat all year.” 

Other teams tried to beat the Wampler distance and 
failed. He was announced the winner. He gave his horses 
a congratulating crack on the rumps with the reins and the 
team went across the infield on the run, heading for hay and 
water. Wampler jumped on the singletree and rode away 
in triumph, a wheel-less charioteer. I do not think the 


county fair will die, so long as it has the horses to make 
it go,

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Col. Schick’s Electric Razor Woes 


Invention Made Him a Fortune but Brought Tangle of Legal and Financial Problems

NEW YORK, July 20. 
WHEN COL, "JACOB SCHICK 
was collecting a fortune in the 
1930s from sales of electric shav- 
ing machines, he must have 
occasionally regretted his ingenu- 
ity in inventing such a gadget 


some 15 years before while 
stranded in the Alaska back 
country. 


For though the electric razor 
brought him millions, his suc- 
cess was brief and was accom- 
panied by a fusillade of troubles 
that hounded his last years. 

Col. Schick, a slim, handsome 
motion picture version of an 
adventurer, was a tough indi- 
vidualist who had specialzed in 
challenging situations through 
half a life time of soldiering. 

From Europe to the Philip- 
pines to Hong Kong, he led 
unruly professional soldiers, 
dominated his environment 
dominted his environment 
whether in the wilds or at war. 

But he came a cropper as a 
business man trying to manip- 
ulate a world of finance, law 

courts and tax laws. 

The son of an itinerant miner, 
Schick was born in 1877 in lowa, 
From his earliest years, he 
labored in copper and coal 
mines in the Southwest and, at 
16, bossed a railroad construc- 
tion gang in New Mexico. After 
working his way around the still 
wild west, he tried his luck at 
gold prospecting with his father 
in Alaska, then joined the army 
just before the outbreak of the 
Spanish-American War. 

Young Pvt. Schick was sent 
to the Philippines where his 
knowledge of Spanish, picked up 
from Mexican laborers, won him 
a job as an interpreter. Later 
he commanded his own company 
of Filipino scouts. Off duty, he 
was always tinkering with ma- 
chines or any handy mechanical 
device. He suggested design 
changes in the army machine 
guns and so impressed his com- 
manding officer that Schick was 
commissioned a _ second lieu- 
tenant. 

For the next years, the lieuten- 
ant displayed his intelligence and 
versatility in the odd projects 
that fall to the peacetime soldier. 
In Hong Kong, he built ocean- 
going tugs. On the Philippine 
island of Samar, he served as 
post quartermaster. In San Fran- 
cisco in the wake of the 1906 
earthquake, he directed the re- 
moval of $50,000,000 in silver 
from the Mint. 

An attack of amebic dysentery 
put him in the hospital for a 
year, and he was transferred to 
Alaska for his health. While 
stringing telegraph lines over 
1000 square miles of the rugged 
north country, he _ simplified 
transportation problems with the 
invention of a special boat able 
to carry 50 tons of material 
while drawing only a foot of 
water. 

The dysentery would not be 


shaken off and Schick was per- 
mitted to retire in 1910 at 33. He 
returned to his youthful trade 
of mining in the Pacific north- 
west, a self-taught engineer. With 
war in Europe, the Army called 
him back, promoted him to cap- 
tain and put him in charge of 
transporting 680,000 American 
troops from England to France. 

Again, his health failed. After 


his recovery, he was given the 


job of directing Army intelli- 


gence and criminal investigation 


in England. On a trip through 
a gas mask factory, he was 
amazed at the primitive methods 
used, and invented a machine to 
fill gas masks that was several 
times more efficient. 


As an ex-soldier, middle-aged 
and ill, his major problem was 
making money. Turning his mind 
to commercial channels, he de- 
vised a pencil sharpener that 
stayed on the pencil, then an- 
other type of sharpener when the 
first one failed to sell. He pro- 
duced a toothpaste tube and a 
driving mechanism for cars. In 
the scientific sense, Schick was 
not an inventor. He was more a 
clever and gifted creator of 
gadgets. 

None of the gadgets, however, 
made much money. Pencils had 
attracted him because they were

ences you can draw from the 
bidding, if you pay close atten- 
tion to what goes on and don’t 
restrict your outlook only to the 
cards you see.

North was confident that his 
side could play the hand suc- 
cessfully in one of his three 
suits, but thought that rather 
than take a blind shot at four 
spades or five clubs it would be 
safer to double, which he did. 


When the double came to Fish- 
bein, he decided not to stand 
for it even though he held con- 
siderably more values than had 
been indicated by his previous 
pass. He thought the contract 
would be beaten, all right, but 
Fishbein also realized that North 
was not doubling on heart length

The vigorous raise in hearts 
by West indicated that North 
had at most one heart, and pos- 
sibly none, especially since 
Fishbein was looking at three 
hearts in his own hand. This, in 
turn, led him to the further con- 
clusion that North was well- 
heeled with high cards in the 
other three suits, as well as 
length in them. 


So Fishbein bid five clubs, ap- 
parently from out of the blue. 
West’s double was from hunger,

a universal product. Now he 
concentrated on another item 
that was as commonplace and 
necessary to most households as 
electric lights. He devised a 
magazine repeating razor, based 
vaguely on the repeating rifle. 


Then he went back to an in- 
vention he had toyed with 
years before. While in Alaska 
in 1914, Schick had sprained 
his ankle and, hobbled for 
weeks, he sat watching his 
beard grow. If some one made 
a razor that needed neither 
blades, nor soap, nor water, 
he would be a millionaire, he 
thought, according to the 
legend. 

He roughed out a design for 
a shearing head and, on his 
return to the United States, 
asked Gillette Safety Razor 
Co. for labor facilities, But 
Gillette was doing too well 
selling men razor blades. 


Through the 1920s, the novice 
business man made further im- 
provements in the electric razor, 
financing himself by selling his 
rights to the Schick injector 
razor and other inventions. In 
1930, the first year of the de- 
pression, he opened a factory 
in Stamford, Conn. The dry 
shaver immediately became the

rangement was made to display 
the electric razor, and that year 
sales quadrupled with the com- 
pany taking in $1000 a day. An- 
drews,. claiming credit for the 
sales jump, also contended that 
Schick had given him distribu- 
tion rights in the Midwest. The 
old colonel, unwilling to give an 
inch, took him to court. 

In 1935 he became a Canadian 
citizen. Still bothered by chronic 
dysentery, he had moved there 
for the cold weather two years 
before. The same year his vice 
president, Hanley, quit and went 
into electric razor manufactur- 
ing himself. Andrews promated 
another company ‘nto investing 
in the field and another competi- 
tor appeared in the market. 

Again Schick took Andrews to 
court, charging him with patent 
infringement. All these business 
machinations had little effect on 
the progress of Schick’s razor 
company. In 1936, sales rock- 
eted to $6,761,000, more than 
triple the $2,000,000 the year be- 
fore, which was three times 
larger than 1934 sales. 

The court finally ruled in 
Schick’s favor in his suit against 
Andrews and the old soldier felt 
gratified that he was legally 
recognized as the inventor of 
the electric shaver. He launched 
a resounding ad campaign to 
ballyhoo his triumph, when the 
Court of Appeals reversed the 
decision and Andrews sued him 
for $10,000,000 in damages. 

In 1937, the United States Gov- 
ernment suddenly decided Shick 
had not gone to Canada to avoid 
bad health but to avoid federal 
taxes and instituted action 
against him. The colonel was 
not told. In February he had 
been operated on in New York 
and was readmitted to the hos- 
pital in May. As the legal ac- 
tions broke about him, Col. 
Schick died in July at the age 
of 60, of cancer. That year, 


Schick Dry Shaver, Inc., sold 
765,109 shavers and took in 
$7,500,000.

The H upline

THERE IS NO DOUBT that a 
job which means hours of sitting 
may tend to develop what is 
laughingly called an “office 
broadside.” The way in which 
you sit is important to your fig- 
ure as well as your energy.

Special slimming exercises do 
not all give results in the same 
length of time. The waist is tne 
first to respond with a loss in 
inches and the abdomen is next.

The exercise I am going to give 
you today is splendid for the 
hips and also for the waist. 


Lie on your back on the floor.

Hold them 
in this position as you roll from 
side to side. 


Another is slimming to the 
waist and hips. Take the same 
starting position. As you roll onto 
your left hip, bend both knees 
unaglose to the abdomen.

Special Summer School for Physical Fitness 


Youngsters Learn to Use Their Muscles in Course Directed by Harry and Wilma Burrus at Washington U,

THE FRIGHTENING  DE- 
CLINE in physical fitness of 
American children is combated 
sturdily every summer on the 
Washington University campus 
by Harry Clifton Burrus and his 
wife, Wilma. Their fitness and 
sports skills school offers physi- 
cal education for 60 youngsters 
from 10 through 17 years of age. 

Burrus, who holds M.A, and 
Ph.D. degrees in physical edu- 
cation from Columbia Universi- 
tv, is chairman of Washington 
University’s department of phys- 
ical education. His wife, whose 
master’s degree in the same sub- 
ject came from Washington U., 
is director of physical education 
for girls at Parkway Junior- 
Senior High School, Chesterfield. 

For years they have both been 
alarmed at what President Ken- 
nedy called ‘the soft American.” 

“Our culture is destroying us,” 
said 40-year-old Burrus, who has 
the graceful, well-muscled body 
of a trapeze artist. ‘“‘To grow 
properly, children need three to 
five hours a day of big muscle 
exercise. But how many city or 
suburban children get it? 

“Often they have no stairs to 
climb because they live in apart- 
ments or ranch houses. They 
ride in a car or a bus to school 
and back. When they get home 
they are likely to sit down in 
front of a television with a sweet 
drink or a candy bar. 

“If you're a gardener, you 
know that any plant grows weak- 
er if it is protected. Automobile 
parts wear out with use. But 
the human body is not a car. 
Just the opposite. Without use 
our bodies atrophy.” 

Burrus feels so strongly that 
for four years he and his wife 
have taken busmen’s holidays 
from their winter physical educa- 
tion jobs in order to instruct 
children in marksmanship, arch- 
ery, bowling, tennis, swimming, 
table tennis, trampolining and 
body dynamics, With the excep-

years. He commented: 

“Seldom do you find a well- 
planned physical education pro- 
gram which makes each student 
gradually exert himself harder 
and harder. So often, especially 
for girls, a physical education 
program is nothing but a few 
calisthenics and an occasional 
game of volley ball.” 

At the archery butts, Mrs. Bur- 
rus was teaching archery to an 
intent group of 10- to 12-year- 
olds. 

“As their skills increase, they 
get here earlier and earlier to 
practice,”’ she said approvingly 
as her charges gracefully fired 


bulls-eyes. “Of course, it takes a 
lot of repetition. If a child wants 
to avoid an activity, I teil him, 
‘If you don’t take a sport, you 
won't improve in it.’ If he insists 
on skipping, he is sent home. 

“Once one child is sent home 
each summer, the others know 
we mean business and we have 
no more trouble.” 

‘Wilma is tougher than I am,” 
said Burrus. “I usually go on the 
theory that everyone is entitled 
to break the rules once, But 
Wilma is firm but fair. She tells 
her students what she expects 
and instead of everybody getting 
one demerit, only a very few of 


her students get marks against 
them.”’

In 1951, Yale Uni- 
versity's physical fitness tests 
for freshmen flunked 49 per cent 
of the class; in 1960, 62 per cent 
failed. Half the men called up 
for service in the armed forces 
are now rejected for mental, 
moral or physical unfitness.

I have only two 
pieces of t toast and om in the morning, and sandwich and 

: : tea for lunch. For supper 
I eat potatoes, meat and 
vegetables, but with no 
exercise, I’m putting on 
too much weight. Can you 
tell what to do? My 
clothes don’t fit me any 
more. MRS. A.L. 
And people 
still ask, doubtful- 
ly, whether exer- 
cise helps reduce! 

Of course it does— 

so does diet. 

It takes a lot 
of exercise to use

up an ounce of fat. But let’s look at it this way: If 
it’s only enough exercise to use up an ounce of fat a 


day, that’s still 22 pounds in a year. Losing (or not 
gaining) this amount in a year is a big achievement. 
Except in the rarest cases, a lot less than 22 pounds 

in a year is the difference between normal weight 
anJ great corpulence. An ounce a day! 

However, a broken hip DOES mean some period of in- 


@ctivity, and weight often becomes a problem. 

The ‘answers? Two of them. Diet. And exercise. 

As for diet, bread and butter are high in calories, 
especially when eaten three times a day. An egg is better 
than two slices of toast for breakfast. A salad, with perhaps 
a bit of meat or cheese or fish mixed into it, for lunch, is 
better than a sandwich. Vegetables other than potatoes for 
supper (especially since potatoes so often are eaten with 
butter or gravy on them, or fried) will help. A little bit of 
difference every day is a BIG difference in a year. 


Moving the chair from place to place, even just 
from window to window, provides some exercise. And 
—I’ve neticed this often—many a patient with a broken 
hip refuses to believe the doctor when the hip is 
really strong enough to stand up, with the aid of 
crutches or a “walker.” 

The sooner, within reason, a patient begins to 
stand, even just for a minute or two, the sooner the 
hip will strengthen.

How to Get Wine From a Beet | 


By Hoyt Alden 


OUR RECENT REMARKS on 
the subject of home-made wines 
have proved very revealing. You 
can, it seems, make wine out of 
just about anything. We've been 
receiving quite a few wine 
recipes, but the most interesting 
to date is one which arrived this 
morning. 

“I read with interest your arti- 
cle on home-made wines,” the 
writer says,” but you didn’t 
print the easiest and most eco- 
nomical of them all. Here it is: 
red beet wine. Here is how: 

“Boil and take the juice out of 
12 pounds of red beets. Then add 
enough water to make six gal- 
lons of liquid. Let it cool. Add 18 
pounds of sugar. 

“Then take four slices of 
bread, warm them, and while 
still warm spread each slice with 
a cake of soft yeast. Lay the 
bread on top of the liquid, yeast 
side down. Let it stand in the 
cellar or basement for about 
three weeks, then bottle it in 
glass bottles or jugs.” 

It makes an excellent wine, our 
correspondent assures us, adding 
that the older it gets the better 
it is. It will have a dark red col- 
or at first and as it ages it will 
turn to a beautiful amber. May- 
be you can’t get blood out of a 
turnip, but you can get wine out 
of a beet.
